She came to L.A., 
the mecca, and learned to live on the streets and 
in Juvenile Hall. 

Her ability and skills were minimal but she was 
proud of the fact that “she wasn’t in no pimp’s 
stable.” She told me about this once when I was 
sitting next to a man who was trying to recruit 
her to join his “stable.” So when Brandy was 


Sgt. Chris Christenscti, who has been with the 
Sierra Madre Police Dept. 20 years, was recently 
honored for his anniversary of two decades. 

“The actual dale of my employment is August, 
1965, when I was hired as a police officer by 
James Bale,” Christ told The News.

Robert Butler, 22, was arrested Monday at 
10:30 p.m. at his Azusa home on suspicion of the 
murder of a Pasadena teacher and .student. 

Muir High School teacher Robert Jones and 
Muir student Ronald McClendon were shot in their 
sleep Dec. 13 al Jones’ Lower Hastings Ranch 
home. The student was staying with Jones until 
problems at his home were resolved. 

Jones was found shot two times, once in the 
head and once in the body. He was in the bedroom 
while McClendon was found, still wearing his Muir 
junior varsity basketball uniform, on the couch in 
the livingroom of the home. 

Jones had often provided his home to students 
who were having family problems. He had taught 
at Muir for 10 years in social studies, psychology, 
drivers’ education, and was assistant track coach. 

Pasadena Police Chiel James Robenson did not 
provide additional information concerning the in¬ 
vestigation or about the clues that led to the arrest 
of Butler. Although the house did not appear to 
be disturbed of its cotitents, iwliee are not ruling 
out burglary as a motive.

SJR 8 constitutes an 
Article V convention call 
for the ptiriTose of adopt¬ 
ing an amendment to the 
( onstitiitiou of the Uni¬ 
ted States for submission 
to the states for ratifi¬ 
cation retitiiring, with 
certain exceptions that 
the federal budget be 
balanced. In summary, 
the proposed SJR 8 con¬ 
stitutes an Article V con¬ 
vention call only alter 
C'tmgress it sell has 90 
days in which to act 


First — and the Con¬ 
gress is allowed a fur¬ 
ther 60 days tt> pass a 
balanced budget amend¬ 
ment after a 34th state 
has acted. These sc-ciions 
give Congress more than 
ample time to pass a 
balanced budget amend¬ 
ment itself and fore¬ 
stall any need for a con¬ 
vention. 

You may ask why a 
balanced budget amend¬ 
ment is still needed when 
the Congress passed a 
bill to balance the bud¬ 
get by 1991 on Dec. 11, 
1985. The reason is that 
it will likely suffer the 
same fate ax Public l.aw 
95-435. Enacted by Con¬ 
gress in 1979, it manda¬ 
ted a balanced budget by 
1981. 

What happened? The 
next Congress simply re¬ 
pealed it and went right 
ahead with deficit spend¬ 


ing as usual. 

Only one remedy is 
available to bring this 
binge to an end. We 
must amend the U.S. 
Constitution to require 
Ihc federal budget to be 
balanced each year (ex¬ 
cept during wartime or a 
severe — and declared — 
national emergency). 
And that amendment 
must include an effect¬ 
ive limitation on the 
power of Congress to le¬ 
vy new or increase exist¬ 
ing federal taxes. If 34 
slate legislatures call on 
Congress to propose 
such an amendment (or 
call a convention so the 
people can do the job 
for themselves). Con¬ 
gress must act. So far, 
32 slates have done so. 

California has not. 
Our legislature has re¬ 
fused to ad despite the 
fact that more than 70% 


of us want such an 
amendment (this, ac¬ 
cording to the most re¬ 
cent California poll on 
the subject). 

I am a part of an 
all-volunteer effort to 
obtain a resolution from 
the state legislature, to 
the Congresss in 1986. 
If there are any readers 
who agree with me that 
federal deficit spending 
is the single-most impor¬ 
tant problem we face and 
want to help do some¬ 
thing about it, I invite 
them to join our cam¬ 
paign.

A new state law, effective Jan. 1, 1986, 
requires all animal shelters to collect a spay/ 
neuter deposit with the sale of every dog. 
Though this could potentially add a lot to the 
cost of your new pet, at an L.A. County 
animal shelter, the deposit is only $13. And 
it’s not just a deposit; the $13 fully covers the 
cost of your pel’s surgery at an L.A. County 
clinic — whether you adopt a chihuahua or a 
Great Dane. 

‘‘Buying your pet from one of our six 
shelters simplifies everything,” Brian Berger, 
Director of the L.A. County Department of 
Animal Care and Control, said. “Just pay the 
$13 deposit at lime of purchase, and make an 
appointment at one of our clinics. It’s that 
easy.” 


Berger added that if you buy a very young 
animal, all you have to do is bring it back when 
it’s about six months old. 

As for spaying or neutering, they’re noth¬ 
ing to worry about. “Spaying and neutering, 
are not complicated procedures,” said the di¬ 
rector. “They are relatively quick and recovery 
is rapid. And once it’s done, your pet will 
lead a safer and much more comfortable life.” 

While a similar spay/neuter deposit law 
has been in effect for cats for several years, 
dogs were left out of the picture. Now that this 
omission has been rectified, Berger feels that 
the whole problem of pet overpopulation can 
be reduced in time. 

Concluded Berger, “We are actively look¬ 
ing forward to the day when every pet born 
will be a wanted pel and will have a caring, 
responsible family to call its own.”

We tiled to explain 
that we are not esplorers.

Although wc have an 
interest in nature and 
its etisirons, we wanted 
to esperience, sicaiious- 
ly, the thiill of the uti- 
known — to esperience 
part of a continent that 
is diier thatt the Sahaia 
Desert, receises more 
sun than Califoinia, 
niountaiiis higher than 
the Atidcs, has cotn- 
paraiisely little snow or 
tain and has a liiiintl 
fresh waiei shot iage. 


On our second uiiempi 
to the Antaictic. wc flew 
via Miami n* Buenos 
Aires where sse spcni the 
night. We Hew lurthei 
south to the city ol 
Ushuaia, Argentina, the 
world’s sruilhcrn-mosi 
city, located on the is¬ 
land of liei ra del I uego. 
It was so called “Ihe 
Land of l ire’’ by eaily 
esploreis, aptly named 
as it has abundant pet- 
I oleum reset vcs. 

Our ship, Ihe l.ind- 
blad l.sploici, was still 
repros isioning, so we 
had time on our hands 
to walk about the city. 
We ntei Di. Matmcl (*c- 
rominii I roitino, who is 
the eriuisaleni of chiel ol 
police of the Aigentiite 
poi tioir of I ict ra del 
I iiego. We couldn’t hase 
been more warmly wel- 
comed. He had his 
daughtci, Maiie, pie- 
seni Shirley with a bou- 
ipiet of hot-house, long- 
stemmed 1 rises. 

1)1 . I I nit ino, his 
daughter Marie, aitd an 
inspectoi, Luis Maria 
Rodiigue/, (who spoke 
some I'nglish), accom¬ 
panied itty wife, Shirley 
and ntc to a national 
pat k whet e wc had 
lunch. Ihey retui tied us 
to the ship in antple lime 
lot sailing. 


After leaving •Ushuaia, 
the ship had to stop at a 
C hilcan |rort to have its 
papers stamped. Since 
the Malvinas/F'alklund 
“diliiculiies,’* no one is 
pel nulled to go directly 
fiom Argentine lerritoiy 
to British territory with¬ 
out first slopping at a 
luin-belligereni country. 
Ihe reverse is also true. 

Our first “wet land¬ 
ing’’ was at a Chilean 
island military outpost 
on ihc Island of Cabo de 
Hornos. The “wet land¬ 
ing’’ consists of board¬ 
ing a “Zodiac’’ in¬ 
flatable boat (of the style 
that Cousteau uses), fer¬ 
ry from the ship lo the 
shore for the landing, 
then “gracefully” slide 
over the side of the Zo¬ 
diac into cold sea water, 
which will hopefully not 
exceed the height of the 
waierpioof lace or slip 
on rubber bools which 
one must wear. At this 
outpost, referred to by 
some as a “weather sta¬ 
tion ’’ I did not even 
see an anemometer for 
measuring wind speed. 

1 did note signs indicat¬ 
ing “Mine Field, Slay 
Away.” I also saw new 
mulli-baibed concertina 
cviiled wire amund the 
perimeter of the base and 
numerous expended 


20mm cannon shell cas¬ 
ings as well as ca-, 
mouHagcd building and 
uniforms. 

Wc headed south ac- 
rrrss Drake’s Passage, 
where the Pacific, Atlan¬ 
tic and Indian Oceans 
crrnvolusc. Although 
there was no storm, the 
sea was rough. The Lind- 
blad Explorer was re¬ 
portedly designed lo lake 
a roll of 51 °. According 
lo one of the ship’s per¬ 
sonnel, we were rolling 
40°. The port holes had 
been battened down. The 
china in the dining room 
went Hying about and 
breaking. In those por¬ 
tions of the ship where 
there were no railings 
lo hold onto, overhead 
lines were secured so one 
could reach up to main¬ 
tain fooling. 

It look us 24 hours 
to cross the passage that 
took Drake two months 
to cross. Helmsmen had 
to be lied lo the wheel 
of the small wooden 
^hips, sailors aloft hand- 
litig Ihe sails had lo con¬ 
tend with the wind, roll, 
not lo mention snow, 
ice and sleet. 

It is said seamen of 
those days would not 
learn to swim. The ships 
were unwieldy and could

Our next visit was to Central Juvenile Hall. 

I don’t think most of us knew what to expect. 
One is familiar with-the lurid portrayals of incar¬ 
cerated youth from the “purple prose” of the 
media. The buildings were certainly grim, despite 
the Christmas decorations. The paint was institu¬ 
tional paint; the maintenance was so-so, due to lack 
of money, but our overwhelming impression was 
that the people who worked here really cared. 

We had an opportunity to talk with Raul 
Solis, probation director. Glenn Ford, recreation co¬ 
ordinator, took us on a complete tour. We saw 
the nasty little rooms with bare mattresses where 
juveniles “crash” or have to be isolated.

Jim Church, a reserve officer, said, “I can’t 
ask for a raise,” but he described driving down 
the street one day when a front tire fell off a 
police car. 

Mayor Charles Corp responded to accusations 
by both Abernethy and Dugan by pointing out 
their “false statements,” he said. He urged Aber¬ 
nethy to pick up a budget since it is a public 
document and responded, “The city cannot spend 
more than it takes in or we go broke.” 

The Mayor asked Abernethy, “Are we still 
at an impasse?” 

Abernethy replied, “We’re still at an impasse. 
I’m glad three of you are up for election. We 
can make an issue of this.” 

The fight continues concerning Ordinance 1016 
pertaining to guest houses in R-1 single family 
residential zones.Mayor Corp responded to John 
Grijalva, “We’re not trying to push anything 
through. The ordinance has worked its way up from 
the Planning Commission to the City Council.” 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler explained why the 
ordinance had surfaced originally, “There were 
flagrant abuses here and there.”
